M acD onald obviously w as tired from

dinners, 
receptions, 
speeches and conferences w hich have 
been on his schedule since he arrived 
here from E ngland a w eek ago yes­ 
terday. 
T oday he will have an opportunity 
to rest. 
H is w eariness was ap p aren t 
w hen he reached New 
York 
from 
W ashington, but it w as not until last 
n ight th a t the fatigue crept into his 
resonant voice. 
The prim e m inister 
already had m ade three speeches d u r­ 
ing the day before he arose a t the 
banquet of th e Council of Foreign R e­ 
lations last nig h t to m ake

crats. 
A reconsideration of the vote m ay 
be obtained before the bill ie passed, 
provided Pickett and other 
welfare 
organizations press for it. The house 
adopted a provision providing stricter 
censorship than exists even now, bo at 
any rate, the matter will be threshed 
out In conference between the two 
houses. 
As modified by the senate, the cen­ 
sorship would apply only upon inde­

Persons who have received such boxes of Christmas cards will 
be interested in a statement from the oflice of the Postmaster Cen 
oral to the effect that it is neither necessary to return such unor­ 
dered merchandise nor to pay for it if it is not used. 
According to The Better Business Bureau, investigation has 
proved that in many cases the values offered by these unordered 
card assortments do not equal the values which may be obtained 
in reputable local stores.
